CADIZ, May 11.—The War and Naval Departments are advancing prepara- 
tions for a relief expedition to the Philippines, which, it is said, will be composed of 
8000 regular soldiers and two battalions of marines. 

Instructions have been sent to Gen. Augusti to hold out as Jong as possible, 40 
days being required for the arrival of an expedition going by way of Suez Canal and 
the Red Sea.

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JEFFERSON BARRACKS. Mo., May 
11.—W. H. James, a representative of the 
Post-Dispatch, was attacked by a mob of 
50 or §& ruffians fromm Capt. Holtcamp's 
Company D, 1st. Regiment, this morning 
and tossed in a blanket. He was thrown 
out upon the ground and a compound dis- 
location of the left arm resulted. 

The outrage was perpetrated within 
sight of the headquarters of Edwin Bat- 
dorf, colonel of the regiment. No attempt 
was made to stop the affair and the 
cowards composing the squad fled in fear 
when James was seen to lie upon the 
ground unable to rise. 

Mr. James had gone into the camp of the 
Ist Regiment with another representative 
of the Post-Dispatch to aliow Capt. Holt- 
camp and other officers, who claim to have 
been misrepresented by this newspaper, an 
opportunity to correct the alleged injus- 
tices and make the proper correction. 

While engaged. in conversation with 
Capt. Holtcamp, in front of his tent, the 
officer of the day, Lieut. Ebbs, approached 
and asked what Post-Dispatch men were 
in the group. The two men answered and 
were then told that Col. Batdorf wished 
them to withdraw from the camp of the lst 
Regiment. . 

Both newspaper men signified their wil- 
lingness to leave, if it was made plain that 
Col. Batdorf refused to treat with them or 
permit them to see any of his officers, in 
face of the fact that the newspaper men 
were in camp on an errand concerning the 
good narne of Company D. 

Col. Batdorf for the second time ordered 
the Post-Dispatch men to get out of his 
camp and they started to leave. 

A mob of privates rushed up to Mr. James 
and seizing him, threw him into a blanket. 
Lieut. Ebbs ordered the men off and they 
refused to take hands off of James. 

Capt. Charles W. Holtcamp of Company 
D was seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
He said: 

“The trouble arose over the fact that 
the men concerned. were not aware that 
an investigation was being made by the 
Post-Dispatch with a view to “correcting 
the injustive that had been done to Pri- 
vate Kammeron of my company, in a pub- 
lished article. Mr, James and Mr. Dal- 
lam had just left me, after Mr. Dallam 
had shown me his instructions from the 
Post-Dispatch to see that Kammeron was 
righted. They were followed out of camp 
by a number of men, whose intention was 
to toss James, at whom they were in- 
censed, in a blanket, I am quite sure that 
not a man in my command expected any 
injury to result from the tossing.” 

“I was not present when it took place, 
and the information that I have just re- 
ceived that ‘he was hurt its the first that 
I have heard that any injury had result- 
ed to him. 

“IT regret that Mr. James was injured, 
and I will inquire into the matter and ob- 
tain what information I can.” 


Mr. James was under the influence of 
chloroform for three hours, and was then 
removed to his father’s home, on California 
avenue. 

The surgeon says Mr. James has the worst 
compound fracture of the arm he ever saw, 
but cannot discover as yet any other serious 
injuries.

CHICAGO, May 11.—Wheat to-day con- 
tinued erratic. Trading beggn in July over 
a 2-cent range, from $1.12% to $1.14%, against 
yesterday’s closing at $1.14. A rather weak 
feeliug prevailed owing to an opening de- 
cline of 24%@3%d in futures at Liverpool] and 
the Government crop report, which was 
given a bearish interpretation. 

Receipts were large, 246 cars at Chicago 
compared with 26 last year, with 421 at 
Minneapolis and Duluth against 267 a year 
previous. \Because of the wild fluctuations 
in July trade was extremely light at the 
start. Only the most daring professionals 
ventured a trade in that option and com- 
mission houses discouraged outside dealings 
in it by demanding heavy margins. 

Consequently speculation began to-day to 
switch over into September and December 
options. There was but little July for sale 
below $1.14% at the opening and the market 
was bid up to $1.15. Belated buils attempted 
to realize on the bulge and the price slipped 
off rapidly to $1.10 with a full cent between 
trades. 

Late Liverpool cables gave evidence of 
a firmer feeling there and a recovery of 
all but 144@15¢d of the early losses. This

Delegations. 


VALLIANT’S MEN TAKE 
DUMMIES INTO COURT. 


MANDAMUS IS PRAYED FOR 
AGAINST THE ELECTION 
BOARD. 


KLEIN HAD THE LAUGH 
ON THE DEMOCRATS. 


Arguments by Valliant’s Attorneys, . 
the Board Being Represented 
by City Counselor 
Schnurmacher. 


Judge Leroy B. Valliant’s adherents in the 
Twenty-eighth Ward resorted to the courts 
Wednesday morning to prevent the use of a 
duplicate delegation by the followers of 
Judge William C. Marshall in the fight for 
the Democratic nomination to the Supreme 
judgeship. 

Charles P. Johnson, James C. Jones, Dan- 
lel Dillon, Harry Cantwell and Murray Car- 
leton, delegates on the Valliant ticket in 
the Twenty-eighth Ward, at 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, filed in the Circuit 
Court an application for a writ of prohibi- 
tion against George W. Jones, William 
Flewellyn Saunders and Hugh J. _ Brady, 
members of the Board ‘of Election Commis- 
sioners, seeking to prevent them from al- 
lowing two identical delegations from being 
submitted to the voters at the primaries, 
to be held May 16. 

The petition recites the law controlling 
primary elections. It takes the ground tha: 
each bona fide delegation filed is to ve al- 


lowed one judge, one clerk and one watcher 
at the polls, to be suggested by the delega- 
tion. From those suggested, it declares the 
law gives the election commissioners the 
power to select the judges. clerks and 
watchers to serve at the primary. The 
plaintiffs hold that in making their selec- 
tions the election commissioners should 
regard two identical delegations filed under 
two captions as cne delegation and appoint 
judges, clerks and watchers seeerdinaty 

The petition then recites that the Board 
of Election Commissioners divided the 
Twenty-eighth Ward into three primary 
districts and that a regular delegation was 
filed under the caption ‘‘Valliant Democral- 
ic;'’ that another set of citizens filed a dele- 
gatos under the caption ‘“‘Regular Marshall 

elegation,’’ composed of Walter B. Wood- 
ward, Henry L. Edmunds, John L. Duffy, 
William M. Culp and John J. Lavin; that 
still another set of citizens filed a delegation 
composed of the same men as th precesing, 
under the caption ‘“‘Independent delegation.” 

The plaintiffs allege that the third dele- 
gation was filed for the sole soe of 
securing extra judges, clerks and watchers 
at the polls in the interest of Judge Mar- 
shall. They declare that a protest was made 
by the Valliant delegation before the Elec- 
tion Commissioners, but was overruled by 
them. Therefore they ask that the Court 
yrrevent the Election Commissioners allow- 
ng one of the two identical delegations, 
preferably the one under the caption, “In- 
dependent de‘egation,”’ to be voted on at 
the primary next Monday, 

The case was assigned to Judge Klein in 
room No, 1. The Judge suspended all other 
businesg to allow the presentation of the 
petition. 

The plaintiffs were represented by ex- 
Gov. Willlam J. Stone, Judge Thomas A. 
Russell, James C. Jones, William A. Alder- 
son and Judge John M. Wood. 

The defendants were represented by City 
Counselor Schnurmacher. Commigsioner 
Jones was present. 

Judge Russel] opened the proceedings by 
reading the petition. 

At the conclusion of the reading, City 
Counselor Schnurmacher said he had just 
received a copy of the petition and had 
had no time to prepare a return. He 
pointed out several statements in the pe- 
tition which he declared were merely the 
conclusions of the plaintiff. 

He argued the question briefly, denying 
the power of the court to interfere in 
the matter. 

Judge Klein announced that the first 
question to be settled was whether the 
court should go into the case at all. 

Messrs. Russell and Alderson argued that 
the court had full jurisdiction. 

‘How is there to be any fraud in the use 
of double delegations? Is the court to as- 
su:me that Democrats are to use fraudulent 
means to gain an adlvantage over members 
of their own party?" asked Judge Kiein.

Mr. Alderson in retort cited a case in 
which Republicans had sought the same 
advantage. 

“Judges Marshall and Valliant are can- 
didates for the same nomination,” said Mr. 
Alderson. “It is proposed by this duplicate 
delegation to give Judge Marshall an ad- 
vantage by giving him a majority of the 
judges and clerks. In all contests as to the 
cligibilit of voters, Judge Marshal! will 
have a distinct advantage. It is a palpable 
attempt at fraud,”’ 

“T can hardly be expected to take cogni- 
zance of quarrels in the Democratic party,” 
said Judge Klein, laughingly, and the crowd 
laughed with him. 

“No,” said Mr. Alderson, “but the court 
can take cognizance of any attempt at 
fraud in elections.” 

Judge Kiein consulted a lot of authorities 
and then asked the parties what method 
of procedure they wished to follow. He 
suggested that the Commissioners be or- 
dered to show cause why a mandatory man- 
damus should not be issued. 

Mr. Schnurmacher consented to take up 
the case immediately, as though an order 
to show cause had been issued. He ad- 
mitted the facts cited in the petition, deny- 
ing the conclusions of the plaintiff as to 
the object of the filing of a duplicate delega- 
tion.

The People’s Railway Co. will file an ap- 
plication with the Court of Appeals with- 
in the next few days asking for a writ of 
prohibition against Judge James E. With- 
row and F. B. Brownell. The applicants 


ask that all the property now in the hands 
of pewenvet Brownell be returned to the 
road. 

The petition states that In March, 1897, 
on the application of Lewis E. Rumsey, 
one of the bondholders of the road, a 
receiver was appointed by division %Jo, 3 
of the Circuit Court, now presid 
by Judge Withrow. When the fi ree 
touching the receivership was entered the 
People’s Railway appealed to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of error, which appeal is 
still pending. The People’s Railway ap- 
plied to Judge Withrow for a return of 
the property, but were refused on what 
they claim was a frivolous ground, The 
petition says that Judge Withrow sald he 
wanted proof that the writ of error had 
been issued. This, they claim. was not 
substantial ground for a refusal . their 
application as a return had aiready been 
made on the writ to the Supreme Court. 

The People’s Railway claims that the 
qre oF asree pending ~ the Supreme 
-ourt acts as a supercedeas and pre 
vents Judge Withrow trom making any 
further disposition of the property of the 
road until after the appeal has dle- 
cided, wiih 

Attorney Michael Kinealy, for the road, 
said: “We ask for a restoration of the Peo- 
pie’s "Raflway property because we bave 
filed a $75,000 supercedeas bond, which en- 
titles us to the possession of our property

CHRIS’ CHARGES NOT COUNTED. 


Judge Talty Pays 2 High Compliment 
to the Conduct and Bearing 
of the Lady. 


Judge Talty handed down a decree in the 
Von der Ahe divorce case Wednesday 
morning, which was heard before him last 
Friday. He gives Mrs. Von deft Ahe $1000 
alimony and her maiden name and inci- 
dentally pays her a high compliment on 
her conduct and appearance in court. 
Judge Talty says in his opinion: 


On the 8lst of December, 1897, plaintif® fled his 
bill praying for a divorce from de endant. By even 
the most cursory reading of this petition it will be 
seen that it does not state facts sufficient to con- 
stitute a cause for action against her, inasmuch as 
it fails to charge any of the statutory grounds for 
divorce. To be sure, it sets out a number of alleged 
indignities, but it does not aver that the defendant 
has ‘‘offered to him such Indignittes as to render 
his condition intolerable.’’ To say that ‘‘the war- 
riage was unfortunate’’ will not do. One. of the 
Statutory grounds must be charged, otherwise no 
cause of action is stated, and nv matter what proof 
the plaintiff might introduce in support of his pe- 
tition the law would deny him any relief, even 
though no defense was made, for in all actions for 
divoree the State of Missour! is a party. Plaintiff 
has never offered to file an amended bill. When the 
case was called for trial plaintiff's counsel dis- 
missed his petition and the cause was heard on the 
crossbill, and the only evidence, therefore, before 
the Court is that irtroduced by defendant in sup- 
port thereof.. Even thong plaintiff's bill stated a 
cause of action amd had not been dismissed, this 
would still be so, for a pleading filed in a case is 
not evidence, except, er as an admission 
against the person tiling | 
Defendant's appesirames’ ‘and demeanor on the 
witness stand was refined and ladylike and lent 
weight to tlhe testimony she gave to prove the 
charges contained in her cross bill, and a number 


of witnesses corroborated her evidence on all ma- 


terial points. It is not for the court to presunie 
that because the plaintiff filed a bill against de- 
feimlant she is pot an innocent and injured party. 

The court’s duty is to decide cases on the legal 


evidence adduced, uninftluenced by any sensational 
pieadings that may be filed in a case, which up- 
supported, are not evidence. and should not be 
cunsidered; neither should the fact that granting 
defendant's prayer on her cross bill divorces the 


plaintiff? or will be allowed to stand as an ob- 


struction to the relief the defendant has shown 
herself entitled to, for the best exponent of public 
policy is the statute law of eur State and under it 
she is entitled to a decree, which will be granted, 
together with the restoration of her maiden name, 
Della Wells, and as there was virtually no evidence 

as to the plaintitt’ s financial standing, she will be 
allowed but $1000 alimony in gross. 


The reference of Judge Talty to papers 
filed in the case is in regard to a document 
which was with the papers in the shape of 
an amended petition, but which had never 
been properly filed. t did not belong with 
the papers, and made charges which were 
not legally preferred.

The shooting occurred at Third and Val- 
entine streets. One of McdAlister’s bullets 
took effect in the left leg of a man who 
gave the name of Charley Ross. His com- 
yanion escaped injury, but in getting away 
rom the bullets he ran into the arms of 
Policemen Goetz and Sears. He gave the 
name of Fred Smith. 

McAlister viewed the scene, smoking gun 
in hand. He was under the influence of 
liquor and was taken to the Four Courts 
along with the alleged robbers. He had 
about $60 when searched at the Central 
Station. 

Ross is held prisoner at the City Hospital. 
His injury is not serious. McAlister says 
his prompt shooting is all that saved him 


from being robbe »d.

Ingenious Persong Counterfeit Drum- 
- mond Tobacc>? Tin Tags. 

Counterfeit tin tags have been rung tn on 
the Drummond Tobacco Co. by ingenious 
and unscrupulous persons, who sought to 
obtain valuable prizes offered for the return 
of tags from plugs of tobacco sold, without 
going to the expense of biying the tobacco. 
A similar fraud has been perpetrated in the 
return of cigarette box fronts. 

The first attempt made in Pittsburg was 
unsuccessful. A man offered a lot of tags 
to a dealer, and said he wanted a bicycle 
in return. On being forwarded to the fac- 


tory the tags were found to be a triti@ 
smaller and cut from thinner tin than the 
genuine, and the bicycle was not sent. The 
man evidently grew suspicious at the delay 
and did not call for the wheel. 

An enterprising man in Cleveland secured 
several small prizes in exchange for tags 
but when he sent in 2000 ina bunch for a 
bicycle suspicion was aroused and an in- 
vestigation revealed his scheme. The firm 
which makes the tin tags sells the scraps 
as scrap tin. Occasionally a sheet of im- 
perfectly cut tags finds its way to the 
scrap pile. The man got hold of these, fin- 
ished the imperfectly cut tags by hand 
shears and sent them in. His ingenuity 
was not rewarded. 

A Kansas man sent in a lot of tags of 
various sizes, all hand cut, and so clumsily 
done that the fraud was detected at a 
_— He wanted a rifle, but did not get 
t. 


On cigarette box fronts a bicycie was 
actually given for 2500 before it was dis- 
covered that the boxes they were supposed 
to be taken from had never been completed. 
Another 2500 from the same man following 
close on the first batch aroused suspicion. 
Investigation showed that the same plan 
had been followed as in the Cleveland tag 
swindle. Imperfectly printed sheets of 
cardboard were sold by the box manufac- 
turers with scraps to a pulp factory. The 
squares were cut out, and there was noth- 
ing to show they were not cut from used 
boxes, 

Steps have been taken by japanning the 
under side of the tin tags and stamping 
the company's name in colored letters to 
render such frauds too difficult and expen- 
sive in future, and some means will be 
taken to stop the- possible conversion of 
unused box fronts, .
